@WHAT HAPPENED TO TV CHANNEL ONE? It seems that in 1946 the TV industry had a 
restriction that Channel One could be assigned only as a community channel and limited to 
IKW. In 1948, the FCC ruled that the fixed and mobile services could no longer occupy 

‘ the 72 to 76 MHz band on a shared basis. But where would they go? The ARRL suggested 
54 - 60 MHz (Channel 2) and urged that this channel be deleted so that the second 
harmonic of ten meter amateur transmissions would not interfere with TV reception. Faced 
with the prospect of losing a channel, the TV industry elected to give up Channel One 
instead since it would have the least effect on TV advertising revenue. Thus the 44-50 
‘MHz (Channel One) spectrum went to the fixed and mobile services and Channel Two 
listeners had amateur TVI to contend with. ¢ ws as Report »)

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A TIME FOR CHANGE 


As we experience the excellent membership growth in O.T.V.A.R.C., we are also 
beginning to experience some of the growing pains related with the day to day 
operation of an organization of this size. Our by-laws and constitution that 
have served us well during the formulative years of 0O.T.V.A.R.C. are now 
beginning to present problems and are showing areas in need of change. The 
need for change highlights a problem in itself. Currently, inorder to change 
a by-law or constitution provision, it requires that the membership receive 
written notice at least 30 days prior to the membership voting on the change. 
This is as it should be and should remain. The problem we face currently is 
the requirement that any revision be passed by two thirds of the full member- 
«m ship. At this point, growth in numbers presents the major difficulty. Currently, 
135 full members would have:.to be present at a regular meeting and all vote in 
favor of an amendment, inorder to get it approved. As our membership grows, 
the % of active members that attend meetings regularly, does not necessarily 
keep pace at a 66% ratio. During 1982 we have obtained 2/3 of our full member- 
ship present at only one meeting, and that was in January. Since that time the 
attendance has grown but not in the proportion necessary to obtain 2/3 of the 
full membership. 


As a possible way of resolving this problem, a by-law and constitution revision 
will be presented in writing during the July meeting that would change the 
voting requirement from two thirds of the full membership to two thirds of the 
full members present at a regular meeting. We will follow this with another 
printed notice in the August newsletter in the form of a mail ballot. We will 
request that you return the ballot with your vote prior to the August meeting. 


If passed, this revision should provide us with the flexibility to procede 
with our business in an orderly fashion, and present changes requested by the 
membership on a timly basis. As many of you know, a requested change in our 

nomination procedure has been hanging since January due to lack of attendance 
to bring to a vote. It's time to get on with it.ece.. 


From all indications, Field Day was a big success for all of us that braved 
the elements. Fortunately, the weather made a turn for the better on Saturday 
and we enjoyed good sunshine for the balance of the weekend. WA7GFE has made 
>» a video tape of some of the field day events, and if all goes well we will be 
able to show these to you during the July meeting.. 
A big Thank You to all of you that attended and helped us enjoy a great week- 
end.

to comprehend the principle. When the class started in September and she was asked 
if she would like to take it, she literally jumped up and down with excitement. 
Some of the license manual and other information was put on a tape for her to study 
and Dennis spent extra time tutoring her. As a result, she réceived her call.as 
KA7MDC but, unfortunately, has had very little operating time. She has spent two 
Sunday afternoons on my station and that is the extent of it until field day 1982. . 
Because of unforseen circumstances, the intended call for the novice station could 
not be used so Colleen's call was used. She got “in qiite-a few hours of operating 
time and I was very proud of her. She remembered her code but did needa little 
“help on Operating procedures. It was obvious, just by being close to her, how much 
fun she was having. Colleen was so excited that, after going to bed Saturday nite, 
she couldn't sleep so she got up and went over to the novice station and operated 
until 3:00 am. 
Somehow, I am going to get Colleen on the air. We have a pair of dipoles for 40 and 
80m made up and a mast to hang them. They need to be insulated though. We are going 
to loan her the HW-8, power supply and Ten-Tec keyer. We are still trying to find 
how to keep. her in the band. 
I would like to take the opportunity to thank all.of you in OTVARC that helped to 
make field day the experience that it was. There was so much help and concern 
from you.s Colleen told me on the way home that she- has never had so much fun.
